Roosevelt’s announcement that he is in 
the race for the Republican presidential 
nomination. Here are some of thelr ex- 
pressions: 

A. J. Lovett, Republican Superinten- 
dent of City Schools, Blackwell, Ok.: I 
am apposed to the breaking of the third- 
term precedent in the case of any man, 
particularly in the case of Roose- 
I think he is too radical for the 
business interests of the country. The 
reaction that set in in this country 
after his term was Out Was the resu!t 
of his radicalism. The failure of Grant 
to secure a third term was sufficient 
to show that the sympathies of the 
people are opposed to such business. 
The Republicans of Oklahoma are be- 
hind Taft, as shown at the convention 
two weeks ago, where a -Roosevelt 
stampede was attempted. Taft has done 
more in fighting the trusts during his 
term than Roosevelt did in all his seven 
years in office. 

Alvan N. White, 
Superintendent of Public 
New Mexico: New Mexico is still a very 
young State, and there are still many 
Rough Riders there, and they would no 
doubt be glad to vote for @ Rough 
Rider. But personally I am opposed 
to Roosevelt or any other man run- 
ning for a third term, but especially 
Roosevelt, who has such an ungovern- 
able desire for power. If I was run- 
ning for the presidency I would rather 
have him for my opponent than any 
other Republican possibility I can think 
of. Look at his definition of what he 
meant by a third term—that coffee 
story. There could be no end to his 
cups of coffee or to his presidential 
terms. I feel sure that the money 
powers are back of him, or at least 
they will not oppose him if he is nom- 
inated. New Mexico is strong for 
Champ Clark. 

George E., 
Waltham, Mass.: I 
disappointed when I heard that Roose- 
velt had decided to run again. In my 
opinion, if he is nominatéd there is one 
of two things to be done. Either do not 
vote or vote the Democratic ticket. He 
should not be supported for at least four 
reasons: First, not the logical 
candidate; second, he is insulting to the 
man whom caused to be elected; 
third, he is attempting to set a third- 
term precedent which is antagonistic to 
the very ideas and ideals on which our 
Covernment is based; and fourth, he has 
now descended from an ideal American 
citizen to a cheap politician. If I see 
any danger of Massachusetts sending 
delegates to Chicago instructed for him 
I am going to take off my coat and 
fight tooth and nail against it. 

T. E, Spencer, Democrat, principal 
of the Irving School, St. Louis: ITama 
Democrat, but I voted for Roosevelt. 
1 will not vote for him, however, if he 
is nominated this time. He is too un- 
certain. He might deny next week the 
policies he advocates today. On the 
whole, I think his administration was 
beneficial to the country. After a man 
has heen in office he reaps the benefits 
of what he sowed while he was there, 
and IT think that any man, and especial- 
iv Roosevelt, will find it hard to ‘come 
back’ and I think that the people ought 
to nominate him. 

Samuel J. Slawson, Superintendent 
of Schools,. Olean, N. Y.: Personally, I 
do not favor a third-term. If this coun- 
try is controlled, as I think it is, by the 
money interests, two terms are enough 
to try out a man and three terms would 
he a dangerous proposition. It seems 
to me the people are being blinded by 
the dazzling Hght of Roosevelt and los- 
sight of the dangers of the third 
term. The latter is what ought to be 
their real concern.

LAWRENCE, Mass., Feb. 27.—Five 
women pickets, said to have used per- 
suasion which approached violence in 
efforts to keep employes from going to 
work in the textile mills, and one man. 
accused of throwing pepper in a police- 
man’s eves, were arrested today. 

The five women, charged with violat- 
ing a city ordinance in obstructing side- 
and molesting passers-by, were 
given a hearing in the Police Court. 
The court found them guilty and im- 
posed fines of $3 each. <A sentence of 
three months was given Charaton Ekod- 
rigfer, the alleged pepper thrower.

Taft firmly believed that the former 
President would not be a candidate. The 
President felt that there was a wide 
gulf between himself and Col. Roosevelt 
in so far as some issues were concerned, 
but never had he thought that his one- 
time friend would desert him and take 
over the command of the enemy’s 
forces. 

Only a few know how deeply the 
Colonel’s action wounded the President. 
To only a few has Mr. Taft confided. 
To all outward appearances he was just 
as cheerful today as he usually is. But 
to a few close friends he confided that 
he was deeply hurt, so deeply hurt that 
he would take the opposite course to 
that expected of him. Instead of mak- 
ing a reply to Roosevelt’s announce- 
ment of his candidacy or his platform 
he would continue his course as though 
nothing had happened. 

Two of the friends to whom the Pres- 
ident confided his feelings were Cabinet 
officers—Secretary Stimson and Meyer. 
These Cabinet officers for years have 
been intimate friends of Col. Roosevelt 
and like President Taft, believed to 
the last that Col. Roosevelt would not 
be a candidate. 

Good in 1908; Good in 1912. 

To all his callers the President ex- 
pressed the belief that he would win in 
the convention. The President has gone 
so far in this policy to say nothing and 
to issue orders that in the campaign to 
get delegates there must be no “mud 
slinging.’’ He has given permission for 
the liberal use of the steam roller, figur- 
ing that what was good enough for the 
former President to use in 1908 is good 
enough for him to use in 1912. 

There is little or no likelihood that 
those states not having presidential 
preference primary laws will go out of 
the beaten path of selecting delegates 
to the national conventions. This is 
particularly so with the Republicans, 
According to the leaders of Taft forces 
here, former President Roosevelt will 
not be given the least opportunity for

BOSTON, Feb. 27.—Col. Roosevelt, in 
his address to the Legislature yester- 
day, said, in part: 

‘‘My proposal applies only to the leg- 
islative acts which the courts declare 
unconstitutional. I refer specifically to 
laws passed in the collective interests 
of the whole community, passed by the 
legislative body here, your body here, 
in the exercise of the power to promote 
the general welfare in the exercise of 
the police power, which is inherent in 
the Legislature. If such a law duly 
dealing with the collective interests of 
the community as a whole, passed by 
the Legislature and signed by the Gov- 
ernor, is declared unconstitutional by 
the court I ask that the people be given 
the right, if they choose to exercise 
that right, themselves to pass final 
judgment upon the proposition. 

“Tt has been stated that this will sub- 
stitute popular whim, the whim of a 
moment, for the decision of the judici- 
ary. Consider my proposition for a mo- 
ment. In the first place, the House 
that has to pass the law has to be elect- 
ed. Then the law is introduced into 
committee and thrashed out before the 
committee; then it goes into the House, 
is argued to and fro and passed by the 
House.

Body Gives Out 
Rules for Games 


United States Athletes Are Thus 
Given Time to Practice 
Changed Conditions. 








NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—James E. Sul- 
livan, chairman of the Olympic Com- 
mittee, received a letter today from 
Kristian Hellstrom, secretary of the 
Swedish Olympic Committee, explaining 
several of the rules which will govern 
the Olympic meet at Stockholm next 
summer. 

When the rules reached America a few 
months ago many of them were so word- 
ed that they were far from clear to the 
minds of the American authorities and 
athletes. 

The explanation forwarded by Mr. 
Hellstrom will clear the atmosphere and 
enable the athletes and their trainers to 
know exactly what is expected of them 
when they enter the different competi- 
tions. 

Following are the rules as explained 
in the letter received today: 
Rules Athletes Must Observe. 
A competitor must personally ask 
permission from the judges in order to 
have an attendant accompany him in 
distance races. 
The Marathon course will be a hilly 
one. No attendants willbe allowed to 
accompany the competitors. Arrange- 
ments will be made all along the 
course for the purpose of giving the 
competitors any assistance or informa- 
tion they may require. 
There wil] be no penalty for a false 
start. 
A take-off joist at least 13 centi- 
meters in width and at least 1 meter 
in length and 13 centimeters thick will 
be used, 
Only implements furnished by the 
Swedish Olympic committee will be al- 
lowed in the weight-throwing events. 
Each competitors must remain with- 
in the circle until his throw has been 
marked—not measured—and the com- 
petitor must not touch the ground out- 
side of the circle with any part of his 
body. 
The contestants in jumping com- 
petitions will be allowed to measure in 
advance and also to put a mark at 
the distance they have measured, 
An irgn shot will be used in 
ting. 
The 200-meter event will be run in 
small heats and the time taken for 
each competitor, 
In the standing high jump a com- 
petitor may rock back and forth, lift- 
ing toes and heels alternately from 
the ground, but may not lift either 
foot from the ground or slide it along 
the ground in any direction.

Municipal Waste. 

““‘No municipal waste is equal to that 
of keeping public school buildings closcd 
except during the short school hours of 
Ja.m. to 4 or 5 p. m. 

“We need social centers especially in 
city schools. They keep the children 
away from vicious Intluences common 
to congested population and give them 
a chance to develop. Churches have 
shown an Interest in this work, but 
have not done enough in the matter of 
providing recreation. The municipal 
park and playground also has come to 
fill part of the want in this respect, but 
the building is a better place, 
lLecause politics has less to do with the 
schools than with the parks. Too many 
of our recreation grounds are in charge 
politicians.”’

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ROOSEVELTISM. 

If the Republican national convention nominates 
Theodore Roosevelt for the presidency it will 
throw away its principles and stake its fortunes 
on the personality of one man. It will be a con- 
fession that the success of the party does not 
depend on its principles and its record; on what 
it stands for and what it has done, but on the sup- 
posed personal popularity of a ieader. It will ad- 
mit that it is a one-man party. 

Hero worship will be the sole ground of the 
Republican appeal to the country. All the things 
for which the party stands will be tossed into 
the waste basket in order that it may have the 
benefit of “hero” leadership. A popular idol 
to lead the party to the spoils is the whole 
aim of the politicians who are beating the 
Roosevelt tom-toms. 

In a Roosevelt campaign the issues now press- 
ing for settlement will be smothered in the per- 
sonal conflict. The platform will be Roosevelt. 
The paramount issue will be Roosevelt. Roose- 
velt will be the party, the party principles, the 
party platform, the party slogan. 

The party will be ruined whether the hero 
wins or loses. If he loses, the defeat of the one 
man the Republicans depended on for salvation 
involve the party in his own humiliating 
downfall. If he wins, the party will have an all- 
powerful dictator. Roosevelt will be the Gov- 
ernment. As the sole hope of Republicanism and 
the divinely appointed representative of the peo- 
ple he will be a presidential despot. 

The personal campaign is the worst possible 
campaign for the people. It settles nothing ex- 
cept the question of the person's popularity. But 
since the Roosevelt personality embodies the 
issues of new nationalism and thirdtermism, we 
may as well have done with the-agony. Let the 
Republicans put Roosevelt up to the country and 
try it out at the polls.

STEEL TRUST’S BEST PLANT. 

Better conditions than exist at any other 
Steel Trust plant so far visited by the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent were found at McKeesport, 
Pa. Unskilled Jabor, to which elsewhere. the 
trust pays only 12% cents an hour, here re- 
ceives 17144 cents. Ten hours is the day’s work 
instead. of 12. No employe is permitted to work 
more than six days a week, Every effective 
known device for diminishing the risk of the 
men is installed and the company is not only 
willing but solicitous to put in others as fast as 
invented. 
Employes under temporary disability are cared 
for after the most humane fashion and, curious- 
ly enough, disability allowances, based on length 
of service, often amount to more while a man 
iz laid up than he can earn while well. Old age 
pensions fixed to equal the average wages during 
the last 10 years of service provide for those 
permanently disabled by years or accident. 
In short, while the trust ought and can afford 
to pay better wages, and has too much power 
over them, no other center dominated the 
textile, the steel or other heavily protected in- 
dustry can be recalled in which as much consid- 
eration is shown employes as in McKeesport. 
The conditions described at McKeesport plants 
are a bitter indictment on the needlessness of 
the cruel conditions at other Steel Trust plants.

St. Louis Pastor Asks Damages in 
Cincinnati U. S. Court From 
Editor, Pastar, Etc. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CINCINNATI, Feb. 27.—In the United 


E. Meeker, pastor of the Compton Hill 
Congregational Church of St. Louis, 
filed suits for damages aggregating $60,- 
000 against the Times Publishing Co. of 
Portsmouth, O.,William E. Miller, own- 
er and editor of the Portsmouth Daily 
Blade; the Rev. J. Wirt Dunning of 
Portsmouth and the Sctoto County Local 
Option League. 

Meeker spoke against prohibition in 
Portsmouth in a recent campaign which 
ended successfully for the “wets,” and 
today’s suits grow out of accusations al- 
leged to have been made in the cam- 
paign, and based on a letter written 
by the Rev. Merle H. Anderson, then 
pastor of the King’s Highway Presbyte- 
rian Church, St. Louis, In answer to a 
letter of inquiry about Meeker’s minis- 
terial standing. This letter was pub- 
lished in Portsmouth. 

In the letter Meeker was spoken of as 

being ‘‘a Congregational minister in 
‘g00d standing, which means only that, 
so long as the church which he serves 
is satisfied with him, no association has 
any jurisdiction over him.” 
“It is pretty generally understood in 
Louis,’’ the letter said, “that his 
clhureh is generously supported by a 
Prominent brewer. * * © He is highly 
regardec by professional politicians and 
ignored by the Christian forces of the 
city.’”’

Pastor Meeker filed a damage suit in 
St. Louis several months age against 
the Rev. M. H. Anderson, who at that 
time had resigned his St. Louis pulpit 
and was about to leave for a new 
charge. This suit later was withdrawn, 
Meeker stating that reparation nad been 
made by a letter of explanation. The

Bridge Men on Strike. 

About Aug. 1 there was a strike of 
tridge workers. Work was practically 
at a standstill and there was consider- 
able ugliness. There was a big exodus 
after the strike of the American union 
bridgemen and when the bridge fell at 
6:30 on the afternoon of Aug. 29 it <ar- 
tied down to death 40 Indians and 19 
Canadians and 15 Americans. The 
Americans and Canadians who remained 
were foremen, engineers and nonunion 
men exclusively. 

It is felt here that the job of directly 
connecting the McNamaras with wil!l- 
fully damaging parts of the bridge ma- 
terial is a big one, and that evidence at 
the Canadian end is mostly of a eir- 
cumstantial character. If the develop- 
ments of the case bring home the crime 
to the McNamaras or to members of 

» their gang, there will be further inves- 
‘Vigation made by the Government. In 
fact, it is believed entirely likely that 
euch an investigation is going on. 

The Phoenix Bridge Co. had been paid 
$5,116,000 by the Government up to tne 
time of the wreck. A new bridge is 
being started, the contract going to 
Canadian firms.
